1. A local farmer at Prestwold had discussed with the 
County Council and the Leicestershire Footpaths 
Association the possible re-routing of footpaths going 
through his land to cater for his new system of 
farming. 

2. Under the Countryside Act of 1968, the County Council 
was required to carry out a Special Review of the 
Definitive Map and Statement. The County Council 
requested the help of Parish Councils in carrying out 
this Review. In the Special Review Parish Councils 
were asked to consider any footpaths which could be 
upgraded to bridlepaths or from bridlepaths to byways 
open to all traffic. Any upgradings would have to be 
accompanied by a statement giving the reasonsfor which 
the upgrading is proposed and the names and full postal 
addresses of up to six people who can support it. 


' The Chairman asked that the proposed footpath diversions 
| as indicated on the maps displayed at the meeting be 
discussed first. 

Mr .Hawes strongly expressed his disapproval of any 
footpath being diverted or closed. 


| HO9A. Burton to the B676. (Through Prestwold Park). 


| The proposal made by the Prestwold Farms Estates was 

! for this path to follow the water course on the South 
side. Only the beginning of the path is in the Burton 
Parish. After considerable discussion it was agreed 
to accept this diversion 
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H99. Prestwold to Walton-on-the-Wolds/Burton-on-the-Wolds 


Junction. 


The proposal made by the Prestwold Farms Estate was for 
the section of this path from the Old Burton School to 
Prestwold Church to be closed, and the footpath alongside 
the B676 to be used instead. Although this path is in 
the Prestwold Parish, the meeting strongly opposed the 
closure and recommended that the path through Prestwold 
Park be retained along its existing line.

In welcoming Mr.Branston to the meeting, the chairman 
explained that Wr.Branston wished to discuss the 
problems of the village centre with the Council and 
in particular obtain the Council's alternative 
proposals. Previous proposals including traffic 
lights, road widening, and a by-pass were discussed 
at great length. 

The chairman's view that the proposal of the County 
Council to demolish Mr.Wheeler's shop to obtain 
increased vision was that this would only be a 
compromise and was not a complete solution to the 
problem and would only result in the speeding up of 
traffic along the B676. The chairman stated that 
unless a completely satisfactory solution could be 
found the village centre should not be altered. 

On the proposition of Mr.Bell, seconded by Miss 
Fletcher, it was agreed that a Parish Meeting be 
called to enable this problem to be more widely 
discussed. 

In order to make the date and Agenda of the Parish 
Meeting as widely known as possible it was agreed to 
deliver handbills to the residents throughout the 
village. 

Mr.Branston agreed to arrange for an official from 
the County Council's Highways Department to attend 
this meeting.

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A SPHCIAL PARISH MEETING WAS HELD IN THE VILLAGE HALL 
ON MONDAY, 30th. OCTOBER, 1972, AT 8-O p.m. 


The Chairman of the Parish Council Mr.B.Moore 
presided and 110 local government electors were 
present. Also attending by invitation were the 
Chairman of the Leicestershire County Council 
Highways Committee, Ald.E.Jarvis, the Senior 
Assistant County Surveyor, Mr.C.H.Abbey, and the 
County Council Representative for the Parish, 
Mr. T.A.S.Branstone 


The Chairman opened the meeting by introducing the 
visitors and thanking them for their attendance, and 
also extended a welcome and thanks to the large 
number of the electorate attending the meeting. 

The Chairman also thanked the Ratepayers and 
Residents Association for the assistance he had 


received. 


The Chairman explained that the puroose of the 


Proposed alteratigns meeting was to make quite clear to the County 


in the Village 
Square. 


Council the views of this meeting concerning proposed 
alterations in the Village Square. 

The Chairman then went on to give an outline of 
meetings and correspondence which had taken place 
between the County Council and the Parish Council 
from 1965 up to the time of this meeting. 

With the aid of large scale maps projected on to a 
screen the meeting was shown the County Council's 
proposed plans for obtaining improved vision and the 
amount of demolition that would be involved. 

The County Council had asked the Parish Council to 
put forward its own proposals to solve the problem. 
The following schemes were considered:- 

1. Traffie Lights. 

2e Roundabout. 

3. One Way System. 

h. Complete straightening of the B676. 

5. A complete by-pass of the village. 

6. Pedestrian Bridge or Sub-way. 


None of these proved to be feasible either through 
cost, involving too much demolition of property, or 
not meeting the requirements of the criteria laid down 


by the Ministry of Transport. 
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The Parish Council had therefore agreed that until the 
County Council could put forward a scheme which would 
make the crossing in the village centre safe both for 


. pedestrians and vehicles and at the same time preserve 


the rural scene, then the centre should be left 
unaltered. 

The Chairman then made the meeting open for discussion. 
Mr.Bell stated it was the wish of the village for 
traffic to be slowed down, and that in his opinion any 
attempt at straightening the road would lead to the 
speeding up of the traffic. The village was also 
greatly concerned at the proposed demolition of 
Mr.Wheeler's shop, which was a valued amenity of the 
village. 

Mr.Wheeler said he would not agree to the demolition of 
his shop and asked if the County Council would provide 
him with alternative property. Mr.Abbey replied, "No". 
Mr.Bell suggested that if the increased rate of traffic 
flow was maintained, the requirements laid down by the 
Ministry of Transport for Traffie Lights would be met 
in approximately two years. Mr.Abbey stated that this 
did not necessarily follow and that the average rate of 
increase of traffic was 7%. 

Mr.Oldham suggested that the installation of Traffic 
Lights would also involve the demolition of property. 
Mr.eAbbey stated that this was possible. 

Replying to a suggestion by Mr.Ryder that mirrors might 
be used, Mr.Abbey stated that it was not the policy of 
the County Council to use mirrors at cross roads. 
Mr.Wyles asked if raised strips could be fitted across 
the road at each end of the village. Mr.Abbey said 
this was not at all possible due to the danger to 
traffic. 

Dr.Siddall emphasized the importance to retain the 
rural scene in the village. 

Mr.Abbey was asked if he could give details ofthe ~ 
County Council's proposals. 

Mr.Abbey said that this was not possible as no details 
had yet been submitted to the Highways Committee. 

The County Council had several alternative proposals, 
one of which was to make no alterations at all to the 
willage centre. 

The Chairman then asked Mr.Jarvis if he wished to make 
any comments. In replying Mr.Jarvis said he was 
Gelighted at the large attendance, although he did not 
agree with all that had been said. It was generally

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felt that traffic lights were the answer to this 
problem, but Mr.Jarvis said that the installation 
of these would still involve the demolition of 
property. He promised that whatever resolution was 
passed by this meeting it would be considered by 
the County Highways Committee. He nevertheless 
stated that the County Council could go ahead with 
any minor improvement they considered essential 
notwithstanding any resolution that might be passed 
at the meeting. Mr.Jarvis then left the meeting 
after a vote of thanks by the Chairman for his 
attendance. 

The Chairman then reviewed all the proposals for 
the solution of this problem, and stated that the 
main concern was to protect the pedestrians and 
and make the villagecentre safer and at the same 
time preserve the rural scene. 


Mr.C.Betts then proposed, seconded by Dr.R.M.Sidwell, 
"That this meeting cannot offer a suitable 
alternative scheme to make the village centre safe 
for pedestrians and traffic, and that the County 
Council do nothing until they can produce a 
satisfactory scheme which will satisfy all the 
safety requirements, and at the same time retain 

the rural scene". 

This was put to the vote and was carried unanimously. 


In order to avoid'the dangerous exit from Seymour 
road on to the B676, the Chairman explained a 
proposal the Parish Council had considered. 

This was to make Seymour road and Brook street 
One-Way with an exit from Brook street to the B676 
at the East end of the village. This was discussed 
and Mr.Oldham proposed that instead of Seymour road 
and Brook street being made One-Way the proposal 
should be amended to No Exit from Seymour road on to 
the B676, the exit being at the end of Brook street. 
This was seconded by Mr.G.Hawes. 

This proposal was voted upon and received 30 votes, 
there being 4 against. 


These two resolutions to be forwarded to the County 
Council for consideration at the November meeting of 
the Highways Committee. 

The Chairman thanked Mr.Branston and Mr.Abbey for 
their attendance and declared the meeting closed.
